Wiliy,  Sovsmfcar  2?,  1963  at  17s  2?  pa  Herein  Johnson  879  ind  myaelf , while 
working  as  partner*,  want  Into  tha  Dalai  Cafe, located  at  3007  Lemon  Avenue,  to 
•at  lunoh.  Johnaon  and  I sat  dowt  at  the  table  and  looked  at  the  menu.  I told 
Johnson  to  order  for  no  that  I waa  going  to  call  the  office  and  tell  then  that 
we  would  be  out  at  this  location.  I called  the  offio*  and  talked  to  Lt.  Wells. 

I told  Lt,  Hells  that  we  would  be  out  to  eat,  and  the  Lieutenant  Inf  earn  ad  ne  that 
tha  President  had  been  shot  and  to  return  to  the  office  Immediately.  1 hung 
up  the  phene,  told  Johnson  that  the  President  had  been  *ot,  and  we  were  to  return 
to  the  office  iraaadl ately.  We  got  Into  our  ear  and  returned  to  tha  city  hall 
and  our  office. 

Upon  our  return  to  the  office  Lt.  Walla  told  us  to  report  to  Pin  and  Houston. 
We  got  into  our  ear  and  drove  to  Pin  and  Houston  and  arrived  there  approximately 
17s  $0  pa.  Detective  Johnson  and  nyself  entered  tha  building.  Taxes  Book  Deposi- 
tory, and  went  dlrsetly  to  the  6th  floor  where  wa  contacted  Captain  Frits. 

Captain  Frits  pot  Johnson  protecting  part  of  tha  wane  on  the  6th  floor  and  ay- 
aelf  protecting  the  pert  of  the  scene  where  tha  window  waa  that  the  diootlng  took 
place.  I remained  at  this  location  in  the  Texas  Book  Depository  on  tha  6th 
floor  until  Dot.  Studefcaker  of  the  crime  lab  search  motion  had  dusted  the 
windows  and  surrounding  boxes  for  prints.  I found  a long  brown  paper  sack 
looking  ltax  that  looked  homemade.

Johnaon  had  a Dr.  Pepper  bottle 
that  was  In  the  area  of  tha  scans  that  ha  was  protecting.  Dot.  Studebaker  dustad 
this  item  for  prints.  Approximately  7:30  pa  upon  completion  of  the  work  of 
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the  Crlne  Scene  Search  Section,  Bet.  John  eon  and  nyself  took  the  Dr.  ^rper 

bottle  and  the  broim  paper  sack  looking  iten  to  crlne  laboratory  on  the  fjth  floor 

of  the  city  hall.  Bet.  Johaeon  carried  the  bottle  and  I carried  the  sack  to  the 

oar.  Bet.  John  eon  me  drlrlng  the  ear.  I held  all  lteea  frox  the  Texas  Book 

Bepoaltory  to  the  crlne  lab.  Open  our  arrival  at  Ike  crlne  lab,  these  too 
Iteaie  were  turned  over  to  Bet.  H.  B.  Williams  of  the  crlne  lab.  Bet.  Johnson 
and  ar'self  then  returned  to  our  office  an  the  3rd  floor  of  the  dty  hell. 

We  arrived  back  at  our  office  appro xlnntely  3«00  pn.  Fron  them  until  2»00  ■ 
WoveWber  23,  1963  T anemred  the  telephone  end  assisted  In  bringing  Oewald  fron 
the  jail  to  our  office  and  back  to  the  Jell.  At  2t00  an  Wovesfcar  23,  1963 
I me  told  by  Captain  Frits  to  go  bone  end  return  at  8«00  an.  At  B«  00  am  on 
Tovenber  23,  1963  X returned  to  the  office.  X enewored  the  phone  end  stood  by 
for  further  orders.  *t  12i30  pn  on  Heveriser  23  1963  Bet.  Johnson  aid  wyself 
mre  told  by  It.  T.  P.  Wells  to  go  to  the  Ook  Cliff  Cab  Go.  at  Pads  and  Tyler 
Streets  and  contact  a drimr  by  the  name  of  W.  W.  Scoggins  and  bring  hln  to  the 
dty  hall.  Upon  our  arrival  at  the  cab  eenpany  m ware  advised  that  this 
driver  me  standing  by  the  oab  a tend  at  the  Adolphus  Hotel  at  Cenneree  and  Akard, 
Thla  driver  Scoggins  ms  advised  to  met  ue  at  the  Tallow  Gob  Co.  office  at 
610  S.  Akard.  Upon  our  arrival  at  610  3.  Akard  m contacted  W.  W.  Scoggins. 

The  cab  supervisor  on  duty  at  610  S.  Akard  told  Bat.  Johnson  end  nyeelf  that 
there  me  another  driver  on  duty  at  this  tine  that  bad  said  he  had  picked  Oswald 
up  at  the  Greyhound  Bus  Station.  We  advised  this  supervisor  that  we  needed  to 
talk  with  this  driver  also.  The  supervisor  contacted  the  driver  end  had  him  to 
report  to  the  office  at  610  S.  Akard.  The  driver.  Bill  Whaley,  cane  to  the 
offiee  end  Bet.  Johnson,  W.  W.  Scoggins,  Bill  Whaley  and  nyaelf  returned  to  the 
city  hell  to  ow  office  at  1*30  pa.

At  9»30  aa  Detectives  Leavella  and 
Craves  went  up  to  tha  5th  floor  jail  and  brought  Oaaald  down  to  Captain  Frits' a 
offles  at  which  tine  Certain  Frits  started  interrogating  bin.  Present  at  thia 
interrogation,  to  tha  best  of  wy  knowledge,  were  Nr.  Kelly  of  Secret  Service) 
Hr.  Holnee,  Postal  Inspeetorj  Hr.  Sorrells  of  Secret  Service;  Captain  Frits, 
Detectives  C.  M.  Dherlty,  J.  R.  heavelle,  L.  C.  Craves  and  wysalf.
